Even though th e average apexed 
of T exas driving showed som e im ­ 
provem ent last year, driving too 
fast 
for conditions continued to 
hold Its No. I position in the list 
of causative factors in ru ral fata l 
accidents. 
A ccording to the T exas D ep art­ 
m ent of Public Safety, one or m ore 
traffic law violations are ap p aren t 
in m ost every ru ral fata l accident. 
F o r all types of ru ral accidents— 
those classified as fatal, injury and 
non-injury— th 
T exas D PS said 
seven o u t of every eight Involved 
at least one violation of our tr a f­ 
fic law's. 
R ecords for 1957 disclose th at 
2,539 persons died in traffic acci­ 
dents in o u r sta te in 2,077 fatal 
accidents, and our economic loss

Use a tourniquet only when other 
methods fail. 
4. Look for shock- face drained 
of color, cold moist skin, rapid 
weak pulse, fainting. 
W rap the 
victim in blanket*, make him lie 
down unlet* doing so will m ake 
other injuries worse, and try to 
calm him. 
If he can swallow, has 
no abdominal injury, and is noi 
vomiting, have him drink as much 
"shock solution" as possible. Make 
the solution by stirring one tea 
spoon of table salt and a half tea­ 
spoon of baking soda into a quart 
of water.

have occurred among people all 
over the world, points out Con- 
greasman Omar Burleson in his 
weekly news letter to The Herald. 
He continues: In many countries 
today it is a nation?! expression. 
Particularly in countries 
where 
people are of high emotional na­ 
ture, it ta an expression of politi­ 
cal discontent. 
Especially la this 
true of student groups 
It Is difficult for us to under- 
atand the influence of university 
students In htis respect, in Latin 
America. 
Student 
riots 
many 
times become the forerunner of 
revolution in one form or another. 
Riots which have occurred in 
this country have been of a differ­ 
ent nature. 
Largely, and almost 


Public Becoming 
Case Hardened to 
Fatal Accidents 


J. O. Musick, gertreal manager 
of the Texas Safety Association, 
said this week that Texan# are 
becoming "case hardened’’ to fatal 
traffic accidents. 
Accepting them 
es a part of routine news and not 
as state and national disasters. 
The 
Galveston flood of 
1900 
with its 6,000 fatalities; the Texas 
coast hurricane of 1915 and 375 
dead: the New London school ex­ 
plosion In 1937 costing 294 children 
their liv es; Texas City’s 550 dead 
in 1647; 
and the Waco tornado 
of five years ago with it* toll of 
114 lives—these represent some of 
Texas' worst dieasters. 
They are 
headlines of yesteryear and they 
won’t soon be forgotten,” Mualck 
said. 
“But the combined death toll 
(7.333 > from thee© tragedies falls 
short of the 7,697 lives lost on 
Texas streets and highways in Just 
the past three years. 
"In fact, in the 20 years since 
the New London explosion, traffic 
smash-ups have claimed more than 
40,000 lives in the Lone Star state. 
We are apparently becoming case 
hardened 
to 
reports 
of 
these 
mot'rcides, because we continue 
m tolerate them in spite of pub­ 
lished effective measures of acci­ 
dent prevention.” 
The safety expert was speaking 
In behalf of TSA’s current slow- 
down-and-live campaign which is 
being conducted by the state-wide 
organization during summer's peak 
vacation months—and urges driv­ 
ers to reduce their speed. 
Musick said that speed was the 
contributing factor in 57 per cent 
»f Texas’ rural fatal accidents in 
1957.

paign that is directed at the heart 
»f the traffic problem.

property or that for which the 
United States is responsible. 
It makes no difference as to who 
they are or for what purpose they 
are demonstrating, it is not the 
American way of doing things and 
would not occur were we not open­ 
ing the doors to a lot of people 
who should not be permitted in 
this country. 
Certainly, citizens have the right 
to protest their government's ac­ 
tion in any way they see fit but 
not by force and violence. 
The 
American 
remedy against what 
they believe to be wrongful ac­ 
tions on the part of government 
official* or government policy is 
by voice end pen; 
by public or 
private conversation and by peti­ 
tion. 
Mob action and the spirit of 
foice and 
violence 
resulting in 
riot as about as un-American as 
can be. 
It violates the total con­ 
cept of our system of government 
and gives reason for false propa­ 
ganda to our enemies. 


A Senate committee is now In­ 
vestigating the Mafia, an Italian 
criminal society organizing on the 
Island of Sicily. The inquiry par­ 
ticularly 
is directed1 as to how 
this criminal organization is Infil­ 
trating respectable organizations 
in the United States. 
By reports, 
it seems some senators are as­ 
tounded that these alien gangsters 
have not been deported. 
As men­ 
tioned in this column some weeks 
ago, it is seemingly virtually im­ 
possible to deport an alien as long 
as he has money enough to stay 
in the courts. 
Furthermore, it 
seems he can get political help to 
remain here and engage in crime, 
which Is costing the American 
taxpayer almost $12,000,000,000 a 
year. 
At the same time, there are 
those who 
continue to promote 
government programs 
to admit 
people 
we 
call 
"refugees” and 
"escapees” 
who 
congregate 
in 
ghettos in the great cities to con­ 
tribute to this unhealthy condition 
which is manifesting itself more 
and more.

Often the right kind of aid makes 
the difference between life and 
death. 
Being prepared to give effective 
find aid takes time and study - 
before emergencies arise.

too late to learn and dangerous to 
guess afterward. 
You and your 
family can meet most emergencies 
by enrolling now in a first aid 
course, learning 
how to follow 
through on these IO aids to give 
first: 
1. Act promptly. 
Examine the 
victim fro mhead to toe. I^ook for 
rreathing 
obstructions, 
bleedinj- 
nd broken bone* 
2. Send for beld. F irst aid "holds 
he line” until a physician takes 
>ver. 
Call him at once. 
3 Stop bleeding. 
A snug hau­ 
lage or pressure dressing usually 
wheels' bleeding, 
lf 
not, press 
irmly at the point which cuts off 
slood flow to the injured area. 
Use a tourniquet only when other 
riethods fail. 
4. Look for shock—face drained 
of color, cold moist skin, rapid 
*eak pulse, fainting. 
Wrap the 
victim in blankets, make him lie 
Sown unless doing so will make 
other injuries w’orse, and try to 
;alm him. 
If he can swallow, has 
no abdominal injury, and is not 
vomiting, have him drink as much 
'shock solution" as possible Make 
the solution by stirring one te a­ 
spoon of table salt and a half tea­ 
spoon of baking soda in to a quart 
of water. 


5 In poisonings, follow antidote 
instructions on the poison 
con­ 
tainer label lf it is at hand. O ther­ 
wise, give egg whites beaten in 
w ater, or plain w ater, to dilute 
poison. If the poison was not cor­ 
rosive or kerosene, induce vom it­ 
ing. 
6 Give artificial respiration in 
drownings 
or 
electrical 
shock. 
Learn artificial respiration tech­ 
niques now, before an emergency. 


7 Handle with care. Don’t move 
an injured poison unless neces­ 
sary;

or ladder padded with clothing. 


8. Splint 
broken bones.

9 Care for burns by applying 
a sterile gauze dressing and cover 
with bandages.
